After disasters, 
reconstruction 
lifts U.S. economy

The deadly tornadoes and 
widespread flooding that 
have left a trail of death and 
destruction throughout the 
South and the Midwest have 
also disrupted dozens of lo¬ 
cal economies just as the un¬ 
steady recovery seemed to be 
finding a foothold. 

But a new phase is slowly 
beginning in some hard-hit 
areas: reconstruction, which 
past disasters show is typi¬ 
cally accompanied by a burst 
of new, and different, eco¬ 
nomic activity. There is no 
silver lining to a funnel cloud, 
as anyone who survived the 
tornadoes can attest, but re¬ 
construction can help rebuild 
local economies as well as 
neighborhoods. 

More than 10 percent of the 
businesses in Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., were badly damaged or 
destroyed in April when a tor¬ 
nado swept across a 5.9-mile 
stretch of the city, and nearly 
6,000 Alabamians have filed 
storm-related claims for un¬ 
employment benefits. 

An even deadlier tornado laid 
waste to roughly a quarter of 
the businesses in Joplin, Mo., 
on May 22, wiping out some 
of the big-box stores the city 
relies on heavily for sales 
tax receipts. The flooding 
Mississippi River closed all 
nine riverboat casinos in Tu¬ 
nica, Miss., this spring, leav¬ 
ing 4,600 hotel rooms empty 
for weeks and depriving the 
county of so much tax rev¬ 
enue that it had to reduce its 
workers’ hours. But there are 
already stirrings of economic 
activity. Home Depot, whose 
store in Joplin was destroyed, 
began selling lumber and oth¬ 
er supplies from a parking lot 
there Tuesday as it prepared 
to open a 30,000-square-foot 
temporary store.

Instead, newly disclosed docu¬ 
ments show, the lawyers hired 
over the past two years at the 
division have been far more 
likely to have civil rights back¬ 
grounds - and to have ties to 
traditional civil rights orga¬ 
nizations with liberal reputa¬ 
tions, like the American Civil 
Liberties Union or the Law- _ 
yers’ Committee for Civil 
Rights Under Law. 

The release of the documents 
came as a House Judiciary 
subcommittee prepared to hold 
its first oversight hearing, on 
Wednesday, on the Civil Rights 
Division since Republicans 
regained the House. It also ■ 
comes against the backdrop of 
efforts by conservative activ¬ 
ists and media outlets to throw 
back at the Obama administra¬ 
tion the charges of politicizing 
the Justice Department that 
were made against the Bush 
administration. While it is rou¬ 
tine for any administration to 
hire ideologically sympathetic 
people to fill the politically ap¬ 
pointed positions that are va¬ 
cated with each new president, 
civil service laws prohibit tak¬ 
ing ideology into account when 
hiring for the permanent posts 
known as “career” positions. 

The Justice Department’s in¬ 
spector general found that the 
Bush administration - which 
changed hiring rules to give its 
political appointees at the Civil 
Rights Division greater control 
over civil service hiring start¬ 
ing in 2003 - had violated hir¬

Tamko Building Products was 
doubly hit. Its plant in Tusca¬ 
loosa had to halt production 
for weeks after the April 27 
tornado destroyed a ware¬ 
house, blew out windows and 
knocked out power.

No one would suggest that di¬ 
sasters are a desirable form of 
economic stimulus. But econ¬ 


omists who have studied the 
impact of floods, tornadoes 
and hurricanes have found 
that after the initial anguish 
and huge economic disrup¬ 
tions, periods of increased 
economic activity frequently 
follow as insurance money 
and disaster relief flow in to 
jump-start rebuilding.

Congressman assails reporters over twitter photo

Rep. Anthony Weiner, D- 
N.Y., had a testy exchange 
with reporters on Capitol 
Hill on Tuesday over ques¬ 
tions about a lewd picture that 
was sent to a young woman 
from his Twitter account over 
the weekend.

National archives reveals federal role in food matters

WASHINGTON - More than 
80 years before “Got Milk?” 
there was “Eat the Carp!” 

The slogan was dreamed up 
by the U.S. Department of 
Fisheries in 1911 as part of an 
effort to push the uncomely 
fish into the American kitch¬ 
en, just one of scores of ways 
the federal government has 
tried over the last two centu¬ 
ries to direct how Americans 
eat through promotional cam¬ 
paigns, nutritional admoni¬ 
tions, factory regulations and 
gardening tips. Many of these 
are engagingly documented 
in a new exhibition, “What’s 
Cooking, Uncle Sam?” which 
opens later this month at the 
National Archives here. 
Through documents, food 
labels, film footage, photo¬ 
graphs and other artifacts 
from the Revolutionary War 
to the 1980s, the show offers a 
fascinating and at times quirky 
reminder of the vast and per¬ 
petual role that the federal 


government has played in all 
things edible, with goals both 
laudable and perverse. 

The ongoing debates in Con¬ 


gress concerning food safety, 
which stemmed in large part 
from a slew of E. coli out¬ 
breaks nationwide, was pre¬ 
ceded decades ago by an out¬ 


rage over deaths due to toxic 
candy sold by street vendors. 
That helped spark the regula¬ 
tion of commercial food, doc¬ 


umented through photos and 
documents in the exhibition. 
Long before the makers of fat¬ 
ty crackers tried to sell Ameri¬ 
cans on their nutritional value,

the government was push¬ 
ing enriched white bread as 
a fantastic source of vitamin 
B1, through public service 
ads displayed here. The ever- 
evolving food pyramid was 
presaged by a nutrition chart 
that counted butter as its own 
food group. 

“Government has been in¬ 
volved in our food system 
since the earliest days of co¬ 
lonial America,” said Andrew 
F. Smith, a food historian and 
author of numerous books on 
the subject. “I think among 
virtually all the foods you eat, 
the federal government has 
certainly had a role in it.” 

In some cases, the goal of 
government has been turned 
on its head over the years. 
Federal nutritional advice is 
now designed to tell people, 
subtly, to stop being so fat, 
while in the early decades of 
the 20th century, the goal was 
to combat malnutrition. 

But often, trends that seem 
modem and forwarding think¬ 
ing (speaking with lust about, 


say, the fresh shelled pea) turn 
out to have been pushed by the 
government years ago. 

Front and center of the exhibi¬ 
tion is a giant poster, printed 
to highlight the brilliant green 
of a bell pepper and the rich 
red of Uncle Sam’s trousers, 
which reads: “Uncle Sam Says 
Garden to Cut Food Costs.” 
Produced by the Agriculture 
Department during World War 
I, the poster would scarcely 
look out of place in an issue 
of the food magazine Saveur. 
The idea of a show explor¬ 
ing the government’s place in 
the national food chain was 
hatched by the archive’s direc¬ 
tor of exhibits, Christina Rudy 
Smith, who stumbled upon a 
document from 1776 designed 
to entice men to enlist in the 
Continental Army through the 
promise of three solid meals 
a day.

Palin visits Trump in NYC while on motor tour 

NEW YORK (AP) — Sarah Palin has made a brief visit to 
billionaire reality TV star Donald Trump, stopping by his 
Trump Tower condominium in New York on Tuesday before 
heading to dinner at a restaurant. 

The 2008 Republican vice presidential nominee stepped out of 
a black sport utility vehicle to a crush of cameras. She greeted 
a few tourists and joked to reporters that she would encourage 
Trump to stop contributing to Democrats. Trump flirted with 
a presidential bid earlier this year, but announced earlier this 
month that he would not seek the Republican nomination to 
challenge President Barack Obama. Palin’s own plans for the 
presidential race remain unknown. □ 

Justice Breyer breaks collarbone in accident 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Supreme Court Justice Stephen 
Breyer has broken his right collarbone in a bicycle accident 
near his home in Cambridge, Massachusetts. Supreme Court 
spokeswoman Kathy Arberg said the 72-year-old justice took 
a spill over the weekend. The mishap was not preventing 
Breyer from speaking in New York City Tuesday evening. 
Breyer was not in court Tuesday morning, but Arberg said the 
absence was unrelated to the accident. In 1993, Breyer suf¬ 
fered more serious injuries, a punctured lung and broken ribs, 
when he was hit by a car while riding his bike across Harvard 
Square. He interviewed for a Supreme Court vacancy soon 
after and did not get the job. President Bill Clinton appointed 
Breyer, in better health at a second interview, to the high court 
the following year.Q 

MIK’s daughter Bernice leaving megachurch 

ATLANTA (AP) — The youngest daughter of civil rights 
leader Martin Luther King Jr. says she is leaving an Atlanta 
megachurch where the pastor has been embroiled in scandal 
and is starting her own ministry. 

The Rev. Bernice King told a radio interviewer Tuesday that 
her last Sunday as a member of New Birth Missionary Baptist 
Church was this past Sunday. Although her departure coin¬ 
cided with New Birth leader Bishop Eddie Long’s settlement 
agreement in the sexual misconduct lawsuits he has fought 
since September, King said she had been planning to leave 
for weeks. “It has nothing to do with anything that’s going on 
with Bishop Long,” King told reporters Tuesday. □ 

Woman ‘devastated’ by NYC rape acquittal 

NEW YORK (AP) — A woman who accused two New York 
City police officers of rape says she’s “devastated and dis¬ 
appointed” they were convicted only of a misdemeanor for 
official misconduct. But she says public opinion “will be the 
ultimate verdict.” The 29-year-old woman’s lawyers released 
her statement Tuesday. Now-fired Officers Kenneth Moreno 
and Franklin Mata were acquitted Thursday of rape and most 
other charges. They were called to help the woman get home 
after a drunken night out. She says she passed out and awoke 
to being raped. Moreno says he cuddled with her, but they 
didn’t have sex. Mata was accused of standing watch but says 
he was napping on her sofa. The Associated Press doesn’t 
identify people who say they are victims of sex crimes unless 
they agree to be named. □

IKEA stores 

AMSTERDAM (AP) — 

Three European IKEA stores 

— one each in the Nether¬ 
lands, France and Belgium 

— were hit overnight by fire¬ 
work attacks, the company, 
police and local media said 
Tuesday. No serious injuries 
were reported and most stores 
are reopening as scheduled on 
Tuesday. 

Police in Son en Breugel, 
near Eindhoven, Netherlands, 
said Tuesday an explosion 
destroyed a trash can shortly 
before the store was due to 
close Monday. A suspicious 
package was destroyed but it 
turned out not to have been an 
explosive. 

In Ghent, newspaper De Stan- 
daard cited police spokesman 
Steven DeSmet as saying 
there were two explosions in¬ 
side the store around 6 p.m. 
Around 250 people were 
evacuated to a nearby hotel.

Syria’s Bashar offers amnesty; protesters skeptical

Cuba sentences 4 dissidents to jail terms 

HAVANA (AP) — A Cuban court has sentenced four little- 
known dissidents to jail terms for public disorder and disre¬ 
specting authority. Relatives say Luis Enrique Labrador, Yor- 
dani Martinez, David Piloto and Walfrido Rodriguez were 
convicted of tossing anti-government leaflets in Havana. 
Martinez got three years, and the others five. Elizardo San¬ 
chez is head of the dissident group Cuban Commission for 
Human Rights and National Reconciliation. He confirmed 
the sentences issued Tuesday and said they plan to appeal. 
There was a noisy verbal standoff outside the courthouse 
between family members of the dissidents and a crowd of 
government supporters who yelled pro-Fidel Castro slogans. 
Cuba accuses dissidents of being Washington-backed 
counterrevolutionaries.□ 

Rwanda suspect convicted of lying to U.S. 

WICHITA, Kansas (AP) — A federal jury convicted an 
84-year-old man Tuesday of lying on his immigration forms 
about his whereabouts during the Rwanda genocide, but it 
did not find that the government proved its case that he took 
part in the mass killings. The jury found Lazare Kobagaya 
guilty on one of the two counts of lying to immigration of¬ 
ficials, and it deadlocked on the other count. U.S. District 
Judge Monti Belot declared a mistrial on that count. Ko¬ 
bagaya, who speaks an African dialect known as Kirundi, 
leaned to the side and listened intently to his interpreter, but 
showed no emotion as the verdict was read. Afterward, he 
hung his head and stared at the defense table while the attor¬ 
neys met with the judge in his chambers. No sentencing date 
was immediately set.Q 

Chile wants Neruda’s death probed 

SANTIAGO, CHILE (AP) — Chile’s Communist Party 
wants a formal investigation into the death of the country’s 
revered poet Pablo Neruda, who officially died of cancer 
only days after the 1973 coup toppled his close friend, Presi¬ 
dent Salvador Allende. Several witnesses have raised doubts 
about his death recently, including Neruda’s driver, who 
says he was poisoned by government agents. Neruda died 
at the age of 69 on Sept. 23, 1973, 12 days after the coup. 
He had just published a withering criticism of Gen. Augusto 
Pinochet’s dictatorship that eulogized Allende and accused 
Chile’s soldiers of having betrayed their country. He’d won 
the Nobel Prize for Literature two years earlier, giving him 
great international prestige. Neruda died, officially of pros¬ 
tate cancer, in the same clinic where former President Edu¬ 
ardo Frei was allegedly poisoned in 1981 by six people, in¬ 
cluding several Pinochet agents, who were charged last year 
in connection with his death.Q 

Cruise passengers injured in Gibraltar 

MADRID (AP) — Twelve passengers on a cruise ship 
moored in Gibraltar were injured Tuesday after a towering 
dockside tank holding used oil and water exploded as work¬ 
ers were welding it, sending plumes of black smoke into the 
air and shrouding the British outpost’s famed “Rock” from 
view. 

A Spaniard who was welding atop the tank suffered life- 
threatening bums and was scheduled to be transferred to 
a bum unit at a hospital in the Spanish city of Seville, Gi¬ 
braltar’s government said in a statement. A second Spaniard 
suffered less serious injuries. The passengers aboard the 
“Independence of the Seas” cmise ship operated by Royal 
Caribbean suffered injuries ranging from minor burns to a 
fractured shoulder, the statement said. □

THE HAGUE - Ratko Mlad¬ 
ic, the longtime fugitive inter¬ 
national war crimes suspect 
captured last week, arrived 
here Tuesday to face trial after 
judges in Serbia mled against 
the appeal of his extradition. 
Authorities in Belgrade, Ser¬ 
bia’s capital, signed the papers 
to hand him over to the tribu¬ 
nal more swiftly than expected 
as soon as judges had rejected 
his appeal, which argued that 


he was physically and men¬ 
tally unfit to stand trial before 
the U.N. war crimes tribunal 
here. Within hours, he was 
bundled onto a waiting plane 
for the Netherlands. 

Mladic’s transfer begins the fi¬ 
nal chapter in a nearly 16-year 
international effort to find him 
and bring him to account af¬ 
ter he was accused of crimes 
against humanity, war crimes 
and genocide during the Bal¬ 
kan wars of the 1990s, in¬ 
cluding the massacre of some 


8,000 unarmed Muslim men 
and boys at Srebrenica in July 
1995. For Serbia, the end of 
the hunt for Mladic bolsters 
its quest for European Union 
membership and reconcilia¬ 
tion with the West. But it has 
also infuriated his dwindling 
number of supporters, mostly 
determined nationalists who 
consider him a hero who de¬ 
fended Serbs during the 1992- 
’95 Bosnian war. 


His capture drew an 
outpouring of relief 
across Europe, where 
the Srebrenica massacre 
remained an 
unconscionable stain 
for which the main 
architects had not been 
punished. 


However, the trial may be 
slowed by his health. 
Damaged by strokes and pos¬ 
sibly heart attacks during his 
years on the run, Mladic is no 
longer the burly commander 
he was during the war, when 
he led the violent campaigns 
to drive tens of thousands of 
Bosnian Muslims and Croats 
from lands wanted for Serbs 
only. Milos Saljic, his lawyer, 
said that Mladic’s memory 
was uneven and that he found 
it difficult to concentrate on 
one subject for more than 10 
minutes. In the Netherlands, 
Mladic was whisked from the 
Rotterdam airport and deliv¬ 
ered to the high-security Sch¬ 
eveningen prison compound 
near The Hague, where the 
United Nations has its own 
modem cellblocks. He would 
be informed of his rights and 
receive a medical checkup, a 
court official said. 

Also held at Scheveningen 
is Radovan Karadzic, Mlad¬ 
ic’s wartime political boss. 
Karadzic arrived three years 
ago and is standing trial on the 
same charges facing Mladic: 
violations of the laws of war, 
crimes against humanity and 
two counts of genocide. 

In addition to Karadzic and 
Mladic, there are also 35 oth¬ 
er defendants from the Bal¬ 
kans at the prison, either on 
trial or appealing judgments 
in connection with wartime 
atrocities. □

Boy in Mladic video looks back

PROHICI, Bosnia-Herzegovina (AP) — The video horrified 
the world: a grinning Ratko Mladic patting a young Muslim boy 
on the head and assuring him everyone in the Srebrenica area 
would be safe — just hours before overseeing the murder of 
8,000 men and boys. 

The boy in the video is now a 24-year-old man. He clearly re¬ 
calls the sunny day in July 1995 when he met the Bosnian Serb 
military commander who gave him chocolate. 

“I was 8 and I didn’t know what was going on or who Ratko 
Mladic was,” Izudin Alic told The Associated Press in an exclu¬ 
sive interview Tuesday. 

Mladic, 69, was captured last week by Serbian intelligence 
agents after 16 years on the mn, and the U.N. war crimes tri¬ 
bunal in The Hague plans to try him on charges of genocide. 
Mladic was flown Tuesday to the Netherlands after judges re¬ 
jected his appeal to block an extradition order. 

In 1995, Alic was among thousands of Bosnian Muslims who 
fled to the Srebrenica area seeking the protection of U.N. troops. 
That July evening, he joined other kids flocking to a field where 
they heard an important soldier was handing out chocolate. 

“I went there with other children and took that chocolate bar 
from Ratko Mladic,” said Alic, a lanky man with sunken eyes. 
“He asked me what my name was and I said Tzudin.’ I was not 
afraid. I was just focused on the chocolate.’Q

Severity of Europe E. coli outbreak stuns experts

MOSCOW - Mikhail B. 
Khodorkovsky, the former 
Russian oil tycoon who has 
been jailed since 2003, failed 
to prove that his prosecution 
was politically motivated, The 
European Court of Human 
Rights ruled Tuesday, while 
agreeing that the government 
had violated his rights. 

The ruling was a setback 
for Khodorkovsky’s argu¬ 
ment that charges of financial 
wrongdoing were brought 
against him because of his 
outspoken opposition to Vlad¬ 
imir V. Putin, Russia’s former 
president and current prime 
minister. 


Leaders in the United 
States and the EU have for 
years called for his release, 
and Amnesty International 
recently declared that 
he was a “prisoner of 
conscience.” 


But Khodorkovsky’s lawyers 
noted that such cases demand 
a very high burden of proof, 
and they focused instead on 
the unanimous ruling by the 
seven judges at the European 
Court - one a Russian - on 
eight complaints that Rus¬ 
sia had violated their client’s 
rights. 

“The position of Mr. Khodor¬ 
kovsky is that he is delighted 
at the vindication of his posi¬ 
tion in the European Court,” 
Lord David Pannick, one of 
his lawyers, said at a news 
conference. 

Since armed commandos 
stormed his private plane in 
2003, Khodorkovsky has as¬ 
sumed the role of a political 
prisoner. 


Once the owner of Russia’s 
largest energy company, Yu- 
kos Oil, he was tried and sen¬ 
tenced to a lengthy term in a 
Siberian prison. 

The authorities have tried to 
paint him as a criminal and his 
imprisonment as a victory for 
Russian justice, but the case 
has tarnished Russia’s image 
internationally. 

Khodorkovsky has given in¬ 
terviews and written op-ed 
articles lambasting Putin and 
his government and garnering 
sympathy in the West. 

Leaders in the United States 
and the EU have for years 
called for his release, and Am¬ 
nesty International recently 
declared that he was a “pris¬ 
oner of conscience.” 

After the initial case against 
him on charges of tax fraud, 
Khodorkovsky was tried and 
convicted again last year on 
charges of embezzlement. He 
is now due to be released in 
2016. 

In reaching its decision on 
Tuesday, the court in Stras¬ 
bourg, France, ruled that 
whatever Khodorkovsky ’ s 
political activities at the time 
of his arrest, they did not ab¬ 
solve him of responsibility 
before the law. 

“The fact that Mr. Khodor¬ 
kovsky’s political opponents 
or business competitors might 
have benefited from his deten¬ 
tion should not have been an 
obstacle for the authorities to 
prosecute him if there were 
serious charges against him,” 
the court said. 

“Political status did not guar¬ 
antee immunity.” 

It said Khodorkovsky had 
not presented “incontest¬ 
able proof’ of political 
motivations. □

BERLIN (AP) — The food- 
borne bacterial outbreak that 
has hit Germany and other 
European nations is unlike 
anything Western experts 
have seen: 16 dead and more 
than 1,000 sick, including 
nearly 400 suffering severe 
and potentially fatal symp¬ 
toms. But several days into 


the health threat, scientists 
remain unsure what produce 
— and what country — is re¬ 
sponsible. 

Investigators across Europe 
were frantically trying to 
determine the scope of the 
contamination by an unusual 
strain of the common E. coli 
germ — and where in the long 
journey from farm to grocery 
store the contamination oc¬ 
curred. 

German authorities pointed to 
a few cucumbers from Spain, 
but further tests showed that 
those vegetables, while con¬ 


taminated, did not cause the 
outbreak. 

In Germany, where the vast 
majority of deaths and severe 
illnesses have been reported, 
officials said that investiga¬ 
tions including interviews 
with patients have shown that 
people were likely infected by 
eating raw cucumbers, toma¬ 
toes or lettuce. They are warn¬ 
ing consumers to avoid those 
vegetables, and Russia went 


so far as to ban imports of 
those vegetables from Spain 
and Germany. 

In its most severe form, the 
infection can attack the kid¬ 
neys, sometimes causing sei¬ 
zures, strokes and comas. 

It’s “extraordinary” to see 
so many cases of the kidney 
complication from a food- 
borne illness, said Dr. Robert 
Tauxe, a foodborne disease 
expert at the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion. 

“There has not been such 
an outbreak before that we 


know of in the history of pub¬ 
lic health,” Tauxe said. He 
added that the strain of E. coli 
in the European outbreak has 
not been seen in the United 
States, where there have been 
several high-profile foodborne 
outbreaks in recent years, but 
none with such a high death 
toll. 

There’s little precedent in Eu¬ 
rope, either. In 1996, an E. coli 
outbreak in the United King-

dom caused 216 cases and 11 
deaths. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion said 86 percent of those 
sickened were adults, and 
two-thirds were women. It 
said it was unusual that more 
children weren’t affected. 

E. coli is found in the diges¬ 
tive systems of humans, cows 
and other mammals. It has 
been responsible for a large 
number of food poisoning 
outbreaks around the world. 
In most cases, it simply causes 
diarrhea and other non-lethal 
stomach ailments. □

At long last, tacos hot in Paris

PARIS - The fact that Can¬ 
delaria is not just another Pa¬ 
risian cafe jumps out at you 
from the small neon sign in 
the window, blazing with one 
decidedly un-French word: 
“Tacos.” 

Opened in March at 52 rue 
de Saintonge, a quiet spot in 
the bohemian-friendly Marais 
District, Candelaria claims to 
be this city’s first authentic ta- 
queria. 

“It’s really kind of a simple 
idea,” said Adam Tsou, a for¬ 
mer New Yorker and one of 
the founders. “We really love 
Mexican food. And in our ex¬ 


perience, they don’t have any 
real taquerias in Paris.” 

At least one Parisian is glad 
that’s resolved. 

“I love Mexican food,” said 
Diana Duran, 28, a technical 
worker. “But Mexican food is 
very hard to find in Paris.” 

It’s so rare, that Candelaria 
may be the only taqueria in 
the world with a doorman, 
who on a recent evening held 
back a stream of locals and 
hungry Americans. It’s also 
tiny, barely bigger than a Los 
Angeles food truck, with min¬ 
imal decor, a small counter 
and a single communal table. 
A blackboard lists the offer¬ 
ings, including tacos (3 euros,

rotating roster of fillings. 

The chiles are imported, but 
tortillas are house-made, un¬ 
der the direction of the chef, 
Luis Rendon, from Mexico 
City. 

Tsou opened the restaurant 
with his wife, Carina Soto 
Velasquez, and Joshua Fon¬ 
taine, who both worked at the 
Experimental Cocktail Club, 
which helped bring cocktail 
culture into vogue here. Can¬ 
delaria serves drinks mixed in 
a lounge-like back room hid¬ 


den behind the kitchen, along 
with Sol beer, since hot food 
requires cold drinks. That’s 
enough of a draw for some. 

“I don’t like Mexican food,” 
said Francois Mergier, a 
30-year-old Parisian student. 
“But I like Mexican cock¬ 
tails.” 

Trans-Atlantic additions to 
the Parisian table are not new 
(see hamburgers, pizza, Star- 
bucks). But Mexican food 
has long struggled to take 
hold here. 

On a recent night, though, 
Candelaria was packed, as 
young Parisians smoked out 
front. 

The French are said to avoid 
spicy food, but, Tsou said, “we 
didn’t want to compromise.” 
(A meal there left a reporter’s 
mouth sizzling.) 

Amanda Dennis, a doctoral 
candidate from the University 
of California, Berkeley, said 
her taco was a taste of home, 
even if it wasn’t quite what 
she’d find there. 

“It’s the best Mexican I’ve 
found in Paris,” she said. “But 
it’s still not Mission tacos. 
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Ex-Hadicurari BBQ & Grill with the same owner’s. 
We do our own daily fishing so we serve the freshest 
seafood on the Island.

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A New York dog makes its Hollywood debut

HOLLYWOOD - It is tucked 
in a storefront a block from 
the Walk of Fame, walk¬ 
ing distance from the annual 
Academy Awards ceremonies, 
and steps from the hubbub 
of tourists, hucksters and ce¬ 
lebrity hunters that is Holly¬ 
wood: a Papaya King hot dog 
stand, in all its garish yellow 
and orange glory, selling hot 
dogs imported straight from 
the Bronx. This symbol of 
New York landed last week 
in the heart of Hollywood, 
with a cluster of balloons and 
a cheeky billboard campaign 
that includes an off-color joke 
about a casting couch. (An¬ 
other Papaya billboard reads: 
“We’re 100 percent natural. 
But we think we’ll fit in L.A. 
just fine.”) 

Not only is the first time in its 
80-year history that Papaya 
King has looked west of the 
Hudson, it has also chosen as 
its first target a city that might 
be as crazy and competitive 
about food - and hot dogs - 
as New York. Indeed, even at 
1:10 a.m. on Monday, a long 
line of people was spotted at 
Pink’s Hot Dogs on La Brea 
Avenue, waiting patiently for 
one of this city’s more cel¬ 
ebrated hot dogs. 

Does Los Angeles really need 


this New York interloper? 
“That is so funny. I was just 
about to tweet that there’s 
already a line out the door 
there,” Evan Kleiman, a Los 
Angeles restaurateur, cook¬ 
book author and host of a food 
show on public radio, wrote 
in response to an e-mail Fri¬ 
day about the new dog on the 
block. 

Papaya King is hardly the first 
New York restaurant that has 
tried to expand here. What is 
a little unsettling to people 
proud and protective of this 
city’s gastronomic accom¬ 
plishments is that this is the 
latest incursion by a fast-food 
franchise from the other side 
of the country. Five Guys, 
ever expanding, was already 
taking a run at Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, where the famous In- 
N-Out Burger was founded. 

If the first week is any judge, 
Papaya King is on to some¬ 
thing here: People were lined 
up Wilcox Avenue to place an 
order Friday, although they 
seem as much drawn by the 
New York mien of the brand 
as by what they tasted. 

“I only know about this place 
from ‘Seinfeld,’ some epi¬ 
sode of ‘Seinfeld,’ ” said Todd 
Smailes, 36, a graphic de¬ 
signer, who lives up the street 
and was eating a hot dog with 
two friends on the sidewalk. 


“That’s the only reason I heard 
of it.”

Its not about you

Over the past few weeks, 
America’s colleges have sent 
another class of graduates off 
into the world. These gradu¬ 
ates possess something of in¬ 
estimable value. Nearly every 
sensible middle-age person 
would give away all their 
money to be able to go back 
to age 22 and begin adulthood 
anew. 

But, especially this year, one 
is conscious of the many ways 
in which this year’s graduat¬ 
ing class has been ill served 
by their elders. They enter a 
bad job market, the hangover 
from decades of excessive 
borrowing. They inherit a ru¬ 
inous federal debt. 

More important, their lives 
have been perversely struc¬ 
tured. This year’s graduates 
are members of the most su¬ 
pervised generation in Ameri¬ 
can history. Through their 
childhoods and teenage years, 
they have been monitored, tu¬ 
tored, coached and honed to 
an unprecedented degree. 

Yet upon graduation they will 
enter a world that is unprec¬ 
edentedly wide open and un¬ 
structured. Most of them will 
not quickly get married, buy a 
home and have kids, as previ¬ 
ous generations did. Instead, 
they will confront amazingly 
diverse job markets, social 
landscapes and lifestyle nich¬ 
es. Most will spend a decade 
wandering from job to job and 
clique to clique, searching for 
a role. 

No one would design a sys¬ 
tem of extreme supervision to 
prepare people for a decade 
of extreme openness. But this 
is exactly what has emerged 
in modem America. College 
students are raised in an en¬ 
vironment that demands one 
set of navigational skills, and 


they are then cast out into a 
different environment requir¬ 
ing a different set of skills, 
which they have to figure out 
on their own. 

Worst of all, they are set off 
into this world with the whole 
baby-boomer theology ring¬ 
ing in their ears. If you sam¬ 
ple some of the commence¬ 
ment addresses being broad¬ 
cast on C-Span these days, 
you see that many graduates 
are told to: Follow your@ 
passion, chart A your@ own 
course, march to the beat of 
A your@ own dmmmer, fol¬ 
low A your@ dreams and find 
A yourself. This is the litany 
of expressive individualism, 
which is still the dominant 
note in American culture. 

But, of course, this mantra 
misleads on nearly every 
front. 

College grads are often sent 
out into the world amid rap¬ 
turous talk of limitless possi¬ 
bilities. But this talk is of no 
help to the central business 
of adulthood, finding serious 
things to tie yourself down to. 
The successful young adult 
is beginning to make sacred 
commitments - to a spouse, a 
community and calling - yet 
mostly hears about freedom 
and autonomy. 

Today’s graduates are also 
told to find their passion and 
then pursue their dreams. The 
implication is that they should 
find themselves first and then 
go off and live their quest. 
But, of course, very few peo¬ 
ple at age 22 or 24 can take 
an inward journey and come 
out having discovered a de¬ 
veloped self. 

Most successful young people 
don’t look inside and then 
plan a life. They look outside 
and find a problem, which 
summons their life. A relative 
suffers from Alzheimer’s and 
a young woman feels called 
to help cure that disease. A 
young man works under a 
miserable boss, and must de¬ 
velop management skills so 
his department can function. 
Another young woman finds 
herself confronted by an op¬ 
portunity she never thought 
of in a job category she never 
imagined. This wasn’t in her 
plans, but this is where she 
can make her contribution. □ 



The good banker

Not long ago, as I was leav¬ 
ing a business lunch, my lun¬ 
cheon companion handed me 
a thin manila envelope. He 
didn’t tell me what was in it 
or why he had given it to me, 
but as soon as I opened it up, I 
immediately understood. 

It contained a copy of the 2010 
annual report to shareholders 
by a bank executive I’d never 
met: Robert G. Wilmers. For 
nearly 30 years, Wilmers has 
run the M&T Bank, based in 
Buffalo, N.Y. When he took it 
over, M&T had $2 billion in 
assets; today, its assets exceed 
$68 billion, and it’s one of the 
most highly regarded region¬ 
al bank holding companies. 
It has also been one of the 
best performing stocks in the 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock 
index; indeed, M&T was one 
of only two banks in the S&P 
500 that didn’t cut its dividend 
during the financial crisis. 
Wilmers’ report, however, 
was less about the company’s 


numbers than about the dis¬ 
mal state of his beloved pro¬ 
fession. Wilmers, it turns out, 
is that rarest of birds: a banker 
willing to tell harsh truths 
about banking. That, for in¬ 
stance, much of the money the 
big banks earn comes from 
trading profits “rather than the 
prudent extension of credit 
that furthers commerce.” That 
derivatives had helped bring 
about the crisis and needed to 
be regulated. 

That bank executives were 
wildly overpaid. That the big¬ 
gest banks - the Too Big to 
Fail Banks - were operating, 
as he put it, an “unsafe busi¬ 
ness model.” 

My first thought upon finish¬ 
ing the report was: I need to 
meet this guy. So, a few weeks 
ago, I did. 

In person, Wilmers does not 
immediately strike one as a 
rabble-rouser. At 77, he is 
soft-spoken, a bit reticent, and 
almost excessively polite. “I 
personally believe that there 
isn’t a more honorable profes¬ 
sion than the banking indus¬ 
try,” he began. “Most bank¬ 
ers are very involved in their 
communities, and they can 
stand up and be counted. I saw 
a poll recently,” he continued, 
“that showed we are now con¬ 
sidered the third worst profes¬ 
sion. That bothers me.” 

On the other hand, it didn’t ex¬ 
actly surprise him. In the run¬ 
up to the financial crisis, the 
giant national banks - which 
he viewed as a distinct spe¬ 


cies from the typical Ameri¬ 
can bank - had done things 
that deserved condemnation. 
And, he added, “They are still 
doing things that I don’t think 
are very good.” 

Such as? 

“It has become a virtual casi¬ 
no,” he replied. “To me, banks 
exist for people to keep their 
liquid income, and also to fi¬ 
nance trade and commerce.” 
Yet the six largest holding 
companies, which made a 
combined $75 billion last 
year, had $56 billion in trad¬ 
ing revenues. “If you assume, 
as I do, that trading revenues 
go straight to the bottom line, 
that means that trading, not 
lending, is how they make 
most of their money,” he said. 
This was a problem for sever¬ 
al reasons. First, it meant that 
banks were taking excessive 
risks that were never really 
envisioned when the govern¬ 
ment began insuring deposits 
- and became, in effect, the 
backstop for the banking in¬ 
dustry. Second, bank CEOs 
were being compensated in 
no small part on their trad¬ 
ing profits - which gave them 
every incentive to keep tak¬ 
ing those excessive risks. 
Indeed, in 2007, the chief 
executives of the Too Big to 
Fail Banks made, on aver¬ 
age, $26 million, according to 
Wilmers - more than double 
the compensation of the top 
nonbank Fortune 500 execu¬ 
tives. (Wilmers made around 
$2 million last year.Q

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Canucks bring unique flair to Canada’s Cnp chase

VANCOUVER, British Co¬ 
lumbia (AP) — Canada is 
winning big in just about ev¬ 
ery arena of ice hockey lately. 
A year after the Canada men 
and women won double 
Olympic gold medals, the 
NHL-leading Vancouver Ca¬ 
nucks are preparing to face 
the Boston Bruins in the Stan¬ 
ley Cup finals on the same 
Vancouver rink. The Canucks 
are favored to return the Cup 
to Canada after an 18-year ab¬ 
sence, starting in Game 1 on 
Wednesday. 

With a strong Canadian dollar 
and eager investors, Canada is 
even on the verge of regaining 
a seventh NHL franchise: An 
announcement of the Atlanta 
Thrashers’ move to Winnipeg 
is imminently expected. 

Yet the national pride over 
Canada’s hockey surge 
doesn’t cover the Canucks. 
Although Canadian fans have 
a history of rallying behind 
the last Canadian franchise 
standing in the NHL play¬ 
offs, the Canucks don’t think 
they’ll ever be Canada’s 
Team. They’re too isolated, 
too slick, too Vancouver — 
and the Canucks don’t mind if 
their bandwagon stays empty. 
“Not at all,” Canucks forward 
Alex Burrows said. “We get 
a lot of support from people 
here in Vancouver, and I’m 
sure in the province of (Brit¬ 
ish Columbia), but for Cana¬ 


da, I don’t feel it.” 

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er publicly got behind Vancou¬ 
ver after the Bruins knocked 
out Montreal last month, leav¬ 
ing the Canucks as the last Ca¬ 
nadian team standing. But it’s 
tough to get regular Canadians 


it in here, and we can’t look at 
all the other stuff outside.” 
The Edmonton Sun newspa¬ 
per decided this month that 
the Canucks aren’t Canada’s 
Team, with a majority of its 
readers saying they’ll cheer 
against Vancouver. A Vancou¬ 
ver Sun writer jumped into the 


behind the Canucks — or any¬ 
thing from Vancouver, with its 
less-than-frigid climate, re¬ 
mote beauty, high-tech econ¬ 
omy and multicultural society 
setting it apart from the rest of 
the Great White North. 

“I think we’re Vancouver’s 


fray with a column headlined: 
“Dear rest of Canada: please 
get your own hockey team.” 
The Canucks are a remarkable 
reflection of their distinctively 
un-Canadian hometown. 

The Canucks’ three best skat¬ 
ers are two identical Swedes 
and Kesler, the American 


team and B.C.’s team,” said 
Ryan Kesler, the Canucks’ 
high-scoring forward from 
Michigan. “It’s obviously a 
culture (in Canada), but I think 
we’re playing for the 23 guys 
in here. We know how much 
each and every one of us wants 


who once said he hated Team 
Canada. Their fan base draws 
from Vancouver’s sizable 
Asian population as much as 
the rural province. 

And when the Canucks are on 
their game, they inspire envy 
with every stride. Vancouver 
led the NHL in scoring dur¬ 


ing the regular season with 
262 goals, many originating 
on the preternaturally talented 
sticks of Daniel and Henrik 
Sedin, yet the Canucks also 
allowed a league-low 185 
goals with a cadre of eight 
solid defensemen in front of 
goalie Roberto Luongo, play¬ 
ing tough defense that belies 
their high-scoring reputation. 
“We’ve got a lot of talent, a lot 
of guys who can do different 
things for us,” said Christian 
Ehrhoff, the Canucks’ Ger¬ 
man defenseman. “It doesn’t 
mean anything if you don’t 
use it, but we’re definitely ea¬ 
ger to get started.” 

Vancouver partied in the 
streets after the Canucks 
held off the defending cham¬ 
pion Chicago Blackhawks in 
first round, and an estimated 
20,000 people congregated 
downtown when they ran the 
San Jose Sharks out of the 
Western Conference finals 
last week. The police have 
budgeted an extra $500,000 
for the Cup finals, hoping to 
avoid the ugly riot that fol¬ 
lowed the 1994 finals loss to 
the New York Rangers. 
Canucks fans usually don’t 
wave as many Canadian flags 
as their counterparts in Cal¬ 
gary or Ottawa, but anybody 
who attended the gold-medal 
win over the U.S. at Rogers 
Arena knows Vancouver sup¬ 
ports Canada — even if Can¬ 
ada doesn’t always support 
Vancouver. □

MIAMI - Dwyane Wade’s 
night began with a hug for his 
mom. It ended with an em¬ 
brace from LeBron James. 
And the Miami Heat have 
struck first in the NBA finals. 
James scored 24 points for his 
first win in five finals-game 
appearances, Wade added 22 
points and 10 rebounds and 
the Heat beat the Dallas Mav¬ 
ericks 92-84 in Game 1 of the 
title series on Tuesday night. 
The Heat trailed by eight 
points early in the third quar¬ 
ter before pulling away, re¬ 
maining unbeaten at home in 
these playoffs and snapping 
Dallas’ five-game road win¬ 
ning streak. Chris Bosh scored 
19 points — holding up three 
fingers when it was over, a 
clear nod to the three wins 
Miami needs for a title — and 
Mario Chalmers added 12 for 
the Heat, who host Game 2 on 
Thursday night. 

Wade’s 3-pointer with 3:06 
left put the Heat up 82-73, 
then the largest lead of the 
game for either team. The 
Mavs shaved two points off it 
on the next possession when 
Nowitzki hit two free throws, 
but James gave the Heat their 
first double-digit lead of the 
finals a few seconds later. 

He dribbled upcourt against 
Shawn Marion, crossed his 
dribble over and got clear for a 
dunk while being fouled. The 
free throw made it 85-75, and 
most in the sellout, white-clad 
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crowd began standing in an¬ 
ticipation. Even then, it wasn’t 
over. Nowitzki made two 
more free throws — he was 
12 for 12 from the line for the 
game — with 1:36 left, cutting 
the Miami lead to six. 

A momentary blip. 

Wade grabbed a key defen¬ 
sive rebound, dribbled away 
from three Dallas pursuers 
and found Bosh for a dunk 
with 1:08 left that restored the 
10-point lead. Another dunk 
by James came with 38.6 sec¬ 
onds left, sealing it. 

Game over, and the Heat fans 
knew it, breaking into their 
now-traditional tossing of 
their white seat covers. 

“I just was aggressive,” Wade 
said. “We understand that this 
is the kind of game we wanted 
to play. We had them where 
we wanted them in the sense 
of points. You know they 
wasn’t scoring a lot on us and 
offensively we just executed 
and guys made plays.” 

Mario Chalmers scored 12 for 
Miami, which outrebounded 
Dallas 46-36. Dirk Nowitzki 
scored 27 points and grabbed 
eight rebounds for Dallas, 
which got 16 from Marion and 
12 from Jason Terry. It was 
Dallas’ fifth straight loss to 
Miami in finals games, dating 
to the Heat rally for the 2006 
crown. Dallas had 51 points 
after 26 minutes. The Mav¬ 
ericks scored 18 points in the 
next 18 minutes, 33 over the 
remainder of the game, as Mi¬ 
ami’s defense found another 


gear. “That’s kind of the way 
we’ve been winning games, 
of late,” Wade said. “You’ve 
got stay with it. You can’t get 
frustrated because the ball’s 
not going in. There’s other 
ways you can dominate the 
game and we was able to do 
that tonight. I thought we did 
a great job in the second half 
of rebounding the ball, limit¬ 
ing them to one shot as much 
as possible.” So, like was the 
case so many times this sea¬ 
son, the Heat took the difficult 
route. 

Miami coach Eric Spoelstra 
misspoke before the game, 
saying it had been “425 days” 
since the Heat opened train¬ 
ing camp. He meant 245, but 
some would say this season 
may have seemed 180 days 
longer after all that’s hap¬ 
pened along the way. 

There was James’ “The Deci¬ 
sion” where he left Cleveland 
for Miami, of course, some¬ 
thing that still has him consid¬ 
ered to be a villain in plenty 
of NBA cities. There was the 
9-8 start, capped by a loss and 
long players-only meeting in 
Dallas. The Heat were swept 
by Chicago in the regular sea¬ 
son, lost three of four to Bos¬ 
ton, then fittingly vanquished 
both in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence playoffs. The Mavs have 
an uncanny run of dominance 
over the Heat — which, for 
whatever reason, only seems 
to apply in regular-season 
games. Take away the 2006 
NBA finals, and Dallas came 


into Game 1 having beaten 
Miami 14 straight times. The 
only team that has lost to any 
team more times consecutive¬ 
ly is Minnesota, which fin¬ 
ished with the NBA’s worst re¬ 
cord this season. The Timber- 
wolves have lost 16 straight to 
San Antonio and Portland, and 
15 straight to the Los Angeles 
Lakers. None of that seemed 
relevant Tuesday, nor did the 
Miami win over Dallas for the 
title five years ago, either. 
Wade — the hero of that 2006 
championship — found him¬ 
self with a couple extra min¬ 


utes before tipoff because of 
an unusually long delay after 
the starters were introduced. 
So he went looking for inspira¬ 
tion. He screamed at his team¬ 
mates, “Don’t say, ‘I wish I 
woulda,”’ in the huddle before 
they took the court, his way of 
telling them not to leave any¬ 
thing in the proverbial tank 
during this series. 

And then he slowly trotted 
to the other end of the court, 
pointed to his mother Jolinda 
in a baseline seat and gave her 
a hug as many in the crowd 
roared. □

OSTRAVA, Czech Republic 
(AP) — Usain Bolt remained 
unbeaten this season by clock¬ 
ing 9.91 Tuesday to win the 
100 meters at the Golden 
Spike meet. 

In only his second race of the 
year, Bolt pulled away from 
fellow Jamaican Steve Mull- 
ings to finish with the exact 
same time he set in Rome last 
week. 

Mullings timed 9.97 for the 
second place and Daniel Bai¬ 
ley of Antigua was third in 
10.08. 

The race was held with a 
slight headwind, but Bolt said 
he had expected to improve 


Associated Press 
on his performance in Rome, 
where he only edged Jamai¬ 
can rival Asafa Powell shortly 
before the finish line. 

“My time 9.91 is not bad but it 
could be better,” Bolt said. “I 
expected faster time.” 

Bolt has broken the 100 re¬ 
cord three times, the last time 
in 9.58 at the 2009 worlds in 
Berlin. He also holds the 200 
world record. 

However, he ended his season 
early last year because of back 
and Achilles’ tendon problems 
and is still trying to find his 
form this year. 

“I’m just coming back from 
injury,” he said. “It was just 
my second race in nine, 10 
months. I just never come 


out and run 9.8 or 9.7, it’s 
not going to happen. I’m tak¬ 
ing a step at a time, a race at 
a time.” 

He said all that matters this 
year is to defend his title at the 
Aug. 27-Sept. 4 world cham¬ 
pionships in Daegu, South 
Korea. 

“If I lose here, if I lose next 
week or tomorrow, anytime, 
it’s never about that, it’s all 
about the world champion¬ 
ship,” Bolt said. “I have a lot 
to do. My main focus is to get 
back into good shape, I don’t 
really worry about world re¬ 
cords.” Bolt’s next stop will 
be the Bislett Games, a Dia¬ 
mond League meeting in Oslo 
on June 9 as he prepares for 
the worlds. 

Double-amputee sprinter Os¬ 
car Pistorius was also unhap¬ 
py with his time in Ostrava. 
Pistorius was no closer to 
qualifying for this year’s 
world championships and 
next year’s Olympics after 
clocking 46.19 seconds to fin¬ 
ish sixth in the 400 meters. 
The South African, known as 
the “Blade Runner,” needs to 
run a personal-best 45.25 sec¬ 
onds to qualify for the worlds. 
“I’m a bit disappointed with 
the time, I thought I could 
have done better,” Pistorius 
said.Q

The court says it will hear the case from Aug. 1-3, more than 
a week after the Tour finishes in Paris on July 24. 

Contador is therefore cleared to defend the title he won while 
testing positive for the banned anabolic agent clenbuterol in 
the final week of the race. 

The International Cycling Union and World Anti-Doping 
Agency are challenging the Spanish cycling federation’s 
decision to clear the three-time Tour champion of doping. 

A Spanish tribunal accepted Contador’s explanation that he 
consumed the drug in contaminated beef.

The Latin word for attack or as¬ 
sail is “impetere” from which 
we get the word “impetigo”. 
Impetigo is a highly contagious 
bacterial skin infection most 
common among pre-school 
children because their immune 
system has not fully developed. 
Although not common in adults, 
people who play close contact 
sports such as wrestling, or in¬ 
dividuals with a lower immune 
system are also susceptible, re¬ 
gardless of age. With the start 
of this year’s hurricane season 
and for our friends up north, 
who are enjoying the warm, hu¬ 
mid weather of summer, this is 
a good time to review impetigo 
facts. You see, warm, humid 
weather is a major risk factor for 
developing an impetigo skin in¬ 
fection. 

No skin infections, 
even in children, should be tak¬ 
en lightly. Besides being very 
contagious, an impetigo infec¬ 
tion caused mostly by a group 
of streptococci bacteria, can 
cause severe kidney inflam¬ 
mation, sometimes resulting in 
kidney failure. Consequently, I 
always insist on a blood test to 
check kidney function, insulin 
resistance and immune function. 
When a child or adult develops 
an impetigo infection, I check 
for chronic dermatitis, anemia, 
malnutrition, diabetes or a com¬ 
promised immune system. All 
these preexisting possibilities 
should be carefully evaluated. 

Besides warm, humid 
weather, other risk factors for 
impetigo infection include: poor 
hygiene habits, direct contact 
with a person who has impe¬ 
tigo, using personal items such 
as towels, linen or clothing of a 
person with impetigo, crowded 
living conditions and participa¬ 


tion in skin-to-skin contact. 

Good hygiene can help 
prevent impetigo, which often 
develops when there is a sore or 
a rash that has been scratched 
repetitively. When our boys 
were children playing outdoors, 
they would sometimes touch a 
“bringamosa’’or “devil’s nettle” 
a plant with fine needles or 
“hairs” that sting and cause red¬ 
ness and itching. “Island chil¬ 
dren are taught to use a nearby 
aloe plant to dilute the sting, but 
the needles needed to be cleaned 
carefully. If scratched with dirty 
fingernails the affected area 
could get infected and turn into 
impetigo. Impetigo may affect 
skin anywhere on the body but 
commonly occurs around the 
nose and mouth, hands, and 
forearms and diaper area in 
young children. 

There are two types 
of impetigo: large blisters and 
crusted impetigo. The crusted 
is most common. Scabs and red 
itchy spots appear within one 
to three days of being infected. 
The crusted form begins as tiny 
blisters. These blisters eventu¬ 
ally burst and leave small wet 
patches of red skin that may 
weep fluid. Gradually, a tan or 
yellowish-brown crust covers 
the affected area, making it look 
like it has been coated with hon¬ 
ey or brown sugar. 

Blister impetigo is 
nearly always caused by staphy¬ 
lococcus aureus, which triggers 
larger fluid-containing blisters 
that appear clear, then cloudy. 
These blisters are more likely 
to stay intact longer on the skin 
without bursting. When the blis¬ 
ters break, the fluid is contagious 
and can produce more blisters. 

Preventing injuries, 
treating infection and practicing 


good, clean hygiene is impor¬ 
tant if you want to avoid impe¬ 
tigo. Follow these precautionary 
measures: 

Wash hands thoroughly and fre¬ 
quently - after using the bath¬ 
room, before cooking and eat¬ 
ing, playing with pets and clean¬ 
ing or dressing a wound 

1 .-Ensure that each family mem¬ 
ber has his or her own tooth¬ 
brush, washcloth and towel 

2. -Separate the infected person’s 
bed linens, towels, and clothing 
from those of other family mem¬ 
bers, and wash these items in hot 
water 

3. -Teach your child not to share 
personal items such as eating 
utensils, clothes, towels, tooth¬ 
brushes or lip balm with other 
children 

4. -Clean and treat injuries with 
mild soap, antibacterial oint¬ 
ment and then cover with gauze 

5-.Practice good personal hy¬ 
giene by showering or bathing 
every day, washing your child’s 
hair, trimming his or her nails 
and using a nail brush to clean 
dirt under the nails regularly 

6. -Teach your child not to touch 
eyes, ears, and nose or mouth ar¬ 
eas with unwashed hands. Never 
scratch or pick scabs, wounds or 
sores as the area under the nails 
breeds bacteria 

7. -Keep your child at home until 
the infection has healed 

Impetigo is typically treated 
with either an antibiotic cream 
or pills. This approach could 
take a long time. Antibiotics to 
treat bacterial infections do not 


kill the bacteria. Instead, anti¬ 
biotics stop the bacteria from 
reproducing inside your body. 
Then, hopefully your immune 
system can more effectively 
combat the infection. However, 
if your immune system is com¬ 
promised, or you have an under¬ 
lying metabolic problem, your 
immunity might not be up to the 
challenge. 

Not only do the anti¬ 
biotics not resolve underlying 
nutritional, metabolic or im¬ 
munity problems, but they also 
kill the friendly bacteria, called 
“flora”, that live in your intes¬ 
tines. These friendly bacteria 
regulate the consistency of the 
stools and help with digestion. 
Eliminating these bacteria can 
cause the stools to become loose 
and more frequent. This is why 
I recommend anyone taking an¬ 
tibiotics take “pro-biotics” to re¬ 
place these “pro-life” of friendly 
bacteria. If you have noty been 
prescribed antibiotics or when 
you’ve completed your antibi¬ 
otics, a colonic or colon hydro 
therapy helps wash the colon to 
remove residues of the antibiot¬ 
ics. Supplementing with “good 
bacteria” after a colonic gives 
your immune system a great ad¬ 
vantage. 

Acidophilus is the most well 
known and easily found in health 
food stores, vitamin shops and 
pharmacies. 

In our clinic evaluating 
and ruling out underlying prob¬ 
lems that made it possible for 
the infection to start on the skin 
is very important. Blood and 
urine test are needed to check 
kidney health and to rule out in¬ 
sulin resistance, the beginning 
of Diabetes Type II. We then put 
our patients on their metabolic 
food list. Improved nutrition, 



specifically for your blood type 
is the foundation of a strong im¬ 
mune system. Thirdly, providing 
your immune defense with B- 
complex vitamins and vitamin C 
is a great start. 

Get The Point! Warm, 
humid weather, whether in 
Aruba or anywhere in the world 
increases your risk for skin in¬ 
fection. A good defense is a 
strong offense. The attack on 
your skin resulting in impetigo 
is a message that we need to 
take a closer look at our health. 
Suspecting an impetigo or other 
skin infection, cover the blisters 
with a bandage, wash your hands 
often and make an appointment 
to check your immune system.

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Steve lobs to deliver Apple kevnote next week

NEW YORK (AP) —Apple Inc. CEO Steve 


Jobs will take a break from medical 
leave to deliver the keynote speech 
at next week’s Apple conference, 
the company said Tuesday. 

The keynote will feature a new 
“iCloud” service, the company 
said. It didn’t explain what the ser¬ 
vice will do, but Apple has been in 
talks with all four major recording 
companies on allowing users to 
store their songs on Apple-run serv¬ 
ers rather than on their home PCs, 
according to a person familiar with 
the matter. 

The person was not authorized to 
speak publicly on the deals and 
spoke recently on condition of ano¬ 
nymity. 

Jobs went on medical leave in Janu¬ 
ary for unspecified reasons, hand¬ 
ing over day-to-day control to chief 
operating officer Tim Cook. 
Investors were rattled because Jobs 
is seen as the creative force behind 
the company, crucial to shaping hit 
products like the iPod, iPhone and 
iPad. 

Even while on leave, Jobs has re¬ 
mained involved in larger decisions 
at the company, and demonstrated 


the new iPad model at a news con¬ 
ference in March. 

Apple shares rose $10.42, or 3.1 
percent, to close at $347.83. 

Apple’s annual Worldwide Devel¬ 
opers Conference kicks off Monday 
in San Francisco. 

Jobs decision to appear at the con¬ 
ference indicates he believes iCloud 
will be another breakthrough ser¬ 
vice for Apple. 

ICloud could give users a wide ar¬ 
ray of music for their iPhones, iPads 
and Wi-Fi-capable iPods, without 
having to connect them to their 
home PCs to transfer songs. Google 
Inc. and Amazon.com Inc. have re¬ 
cently launched similar services. 
The Wall Street Journal reported 
Tuesday, citing unnamed sources 
familiar with the matter, that iCloud 
would allow users to scan their 
home music collections and have it 
duplicated in the “cloud” of Apple- 
run computers. 

That would remove the time-con¬ 
suming hassle of having to upload 
every song to the online storage 
locker. 

Eliminating that hurdle would give 


iCloud a leg up over the comparable 
services from Google and Amazon, 
com, which requires uploads of 
existing song collections. Neither 
Google nor Amazon has secured 
deals with the recording companies. 
It’s unclear how Apple intends to 
make money from the iCloud ser¬ 
vice, although a subscription plan 
seems likely. 

Apple’s statement also said the key¬ 
note speech will feature Apple’s 
new Mac software, Lion, and the 
next version of Apple’s iPhone and 
iPad software. 

The June developers’ conference 
has in years past been the opportu¬ 
nity for Apple to reveal the year’s 
new iPhone model, ahead of a retail 
launch a few weeks later. But this 
year, analysts are speculating that 
the new iPhone won’t arrive until 
the fall. 

Apple launched a version of the 
iPhone 4 for Verizon’s network in 
February, and a June-July release of 
a new model could disappoint new 
owners of that phone. 

Tuesday’s brief statement did not 
mention any new hardware.^ 
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Oil rises after 
drop in dollar 

NEW YORK (AP) — Oil rose Tuesday after a sharp drop in 
the dollar and reports of pipeline problems in the Midwest. 
West Texas Intermediate crude, the U.S. benchmark, added 
$2.11 to settle at at $102.70 per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. In London, Brent crude added $2.05 to 
settle at $116.73 on the ICE Futures exchange. The dollar lost 
ground to the euro as the European Union discussed whether to 
send more financial aid to help Greece’s economy. Oil is priced 
in dollars and tends to rise as the greenback weakens and makes 
crude cheaper for investors holding foreign currency. 
TransCanada temporarily shut down the Keystone Pipeline after 
noticing a minor spill at a pump station in Kansas. The pipeline 
delivers a half million barrels of oil per day to the U.S. from 
Alberta. It feeds supplies to Cushing, Oklahoma, the delivery 
point for benchmark crude, and a sustained shutdown could 
push prices higher this week. 

“We hope to have it up and running within a few days,” 
TransCanada spokesman Terry Cunha said. It’s the second 
shutdown of the pipeline this month. □ 


Home fryer maker wins 
high court patent case 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court has upheld a $5 
million judgment to the maker of a patented deep fryer. The 
ruling also makes it harder to claim patent infringement. 

The justices voted 8-1 Tuesday in favor of France-based SEB, 
S.A., on claims that a Hong Kong company copied features of 
its innovative home fryer in which the outside stays cool to the 
touch. A unit of Global-Tech Appliances Inc., began selling its 
own fryer, based upon the SEB-owned technology. 

The high court upheld an appeals court ruling for SEB, but 
adopted a tougher standard than the appeals court used for 
proving the patent violation. 

Computer and other technology companies argued for the 
higher standard. Pharmaceutical manufacturers wanted stronger 
patent protection. 

The case is Global-Tech Appliances Inc., v. SEB, S.A., 10-6.□

for attracting followers 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Twitter is trying to make it 
quicker and easier to track the world’s most interesting peo¬ 
ple on its short-messaging service. 

The new short cut is being provided by a Twitter “follow” 
button that can be placed on websites to highlight celebrities, 
athletes, reporters and other people who tweet their thoughts 
and share other information. 

More than 50 websites already have agreed to use the new 
feature announced Tuesday. 

The publishers latching on to Twitter’s Follow button in¬ 
clude AOL Inc., Yahoo Inc., The Wall Street Journal, Sports 
Illustrated and TV Guide. 

The famous people using the feature include Justin Bieber, 
Jennifer Lopez and Lady Gaga, who already has the most 
Twitter followers at 10.6 million.

Housinn prices, sun falling, may be nearinn bottom

How low can the market go? 
For real estate, some econo¬ 
mists say, an end to the seem¬ 
ingly endless decline in hous¬ 
ing values might be in sight. 
But not immediately. At the 
moment, prices are still drop¬ 
ping. In 20 large cities, prices 
fell 0.8 percent in March from 
the previous month, accord¬ 
ing to the Standard & Poor’s 
Case-Shiller Home Price In¬ 
dex released Tuesday. That 
pushed the closely watched 
index below its level of two 
years ago to a new post-bub¬ 
ble low, and put it 33.1 per¬ 
cent under its July 2006 peak. 
Few analysts expect prices to 
rebound anytime soon. But 
quite a few are predicting that 
the market is close to the mo¬ 
ment when things will stop 
getting worse, which will be 
a major improvement all by 
itself. 

“By far the bulk of the down¬ 
turn of housing prices is be¬ 
yond us,” said Paul Dales 
of Capital Economics. He 
expects the market to slip 5 
percent further, slightly more 
than he was expecting a few 
months ago. 

“There are some amazingly 
favorable signs. Housing is 
the most undervalued it’s 
been in 35 years,” Dales said. 
“At some point, it’s going to 
do very well.” 

Peter Muoio, senior principal 
of Maximus Advisors, says 
he thinks the market has al¬ 
ready bottomed, although he 
expects it to bounce around in 
a narrow range for a few years 
rather than recovering. And 
James F. Smith, chief econo¬ 
mist for the investment firm 
Parsec Financial and a rare 
housing bull, is predicting a 
25 percent climb from here by 
mid-decade. 

“There’s a lot of pent-up de¬ 
mand for housing and some¬ 
day it will be unleashed,”

Smith said, adding: “Your guess 
is as good as mine when it will 
come.” 

The new Case-Shiller data did not 
offer much room for short-term 
optimism. The national housing 
index, which is reported quar¬ 


terly, fell 4.2 percent in the first 
quarter after a drop of 3.6 per¬ 
cent in the fourth quarter of 2010. 
This, too, is a new recession low. 
Twelve of the 20 cities in the 
index hit a post-bubble low in 
March. Washington, D.C., was

the only city where prices rose 
both in March and over the last 
year. In a double-digit drop that 
echoed the worst era of the crash, 
Minneapolis fell by 10 percent 
over the year. 

“Home prices continue on their 


downward spiral with no 
relief in sight,” David M. 
Blitzer, the S&P Index Com¬ 
mittee chairman, said in a 
statement. 

Housing prices are now back 
to where they were in mid- 
2002 even before taking in¬ 
flation into account. Such a 
decline was unimaginable to 
the boosters and many of the 
analysts in the middle of the 
boom, who were fond of say¬ 
ing that house prices never 
fell on a national basis. But 
as credit dried up and the easy 
refinances disappeared, the 
foreclosures began. Prices fell 
sharply in late 2006, 2007 and 
2008. 

The market turned around in 
2009, prompting hopes that 
the worst was over. A govern¬ 
ment tax credit proved wildly 
popular, but the declines re¬ 
sumed after its expiration a 
year ago. 

Some economists think there 
are still relatively large drops 
to come. Dean Baker, co-di- 
rector of the Center for Eco¬ 
nomic and Policy Research, 
expects a 6 percent to 8 per¬ 
cent fall during the rest of the 
year. □

TOKYO (AP) — Toyota pro¬ 
duction in Japan will recover 
to 90 percent of pre-disaster 
levels in June, faster than the 
world’s biggest automaker 
had projected and highlight¬ 
ing its power to bounce back 
from the supply disruptions 
caused by the March earth¬ 
quake and tsunami. 

The disasters in northeastern 
Japan had damaged the plants 
of key parts suppliers, disrupt¬ 
ing production at all Japanese 
automakers. 

Even with production increas¬ 
ing, some vehicle models 
could be in short supply for 
months. 

Toyota Motor Corp. gave its 
good news to suppliers in a 
meeting Tuesday, company 
spokesman Keisuke Kirimoto 
said. It previously said global 
production would be at about 
70 percent in coming months 
and was not expected to return 
to normal until late this year. 
By the end of May, the crisis 
had cost the company produc¬ 
tion of 550,000 vehicles in 
Japan, and another 350,000 
overseas. Production had 
been back recently at about 
50 percent. 

Toyota was initially missing 
150 kinds of parts because 
of the supplier problems, and 
that was reduced to 30 parts 
earlier this month.

Other automakers are also 
suffering. Nissan Motor Co. 
expects worldwide production 
to be back at pre-disaster lev¬ 
els by October, and Honda has 
said normal production levels 
weren’t expected until late 
this year. 

Auto production in Japan 
plunged 60.1 percent in April 
from the previous year, ac¬ 
cording to Japan Automobile 
Manufacturers Association 
data released Tuesday. The 
292,001 vehicles was a dra¬ 
matic drop from 731,829 ve¬ 
hicles the same month a year 
earlier and marked the sev¬ 
enth straight month of on-year 
declines. 

Toyota already said it will re¬ 
turn to a faster-than-expected 
70 percent of normal produc¬ 


tion in June in North America. 
It had cut North American 
production to about 30 percent 
of normal in May by idling 
factories for days or reducing 
workers’ hours. 

Some buyers of the new spa¬ 
cious “Prius a,” or “Prius 
alpha,” a revamp of the hit 
gasoline-electric hybrid, will 
have to wait until next year for 
deliveries. 

That’s because a key part, the 
lithium-ion battery, whose 
production was expected to 
be limited even before the di¬ 
saster, will be even harder to 
keep making because of short¬ 
ages, according to Toyota. 
Japanese automakers are also 
facing another possible pro¬ 
duction problem in Japan — 
power shortages.□ 



Intel taps into new computing at Taiwan show

TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP) — Intel Corp. is touting a hy¬ 
brid laptop 0.8 inches (20 mm) thick with sleek tablet 
computing features and ultra-sharp visual images that 
it hopes will create a market bridging traditional PCs 
and new devices. 

The laptop also represents what the U.S. technology 
giant promises its latest generation of processors will 
be able to deliver by 2012, when they power new com¬ 
puters produced by companies like Taiwan’s AsusTek 
Computer Inc. 

“Computing is taking many forms,” Intel executive 
vice president Sean Maloney said Tuesday at the 
opening of Taipei’s Computex, the world’s second- 
largest computing show. 

He said that by the end of 2012, Intel aims to shift 40 
percent of consumer laptops to its “Ultrabook” model, 
a new category of thin and light mobile computers. 


Like many other tech companies, Intel is under im¬ 
mense pressure from Apple Inc., whose iPhones and 
iPads have swept through global markets with the 
force of a hurricane and show no signs of slowing. 
Maloney described the Ultrabook as a laptop-tablet 
hybrid, featuring touch screens and instant log on, all 
with a price of less than $1,000. 

The projected thickness of the new Intel-powered de¬ 
vice would make it the sleekest laptop in the market¬ 
place after Apple’s MacBook Air 15” model, which 
ranges from .11 to .68 inches. 

The devices will be based on Intel’s “Ivy Bridge,” 
a new generation of chips made with 22 nanometer 
manufacturing technology and the 3-D transistor the 
company unveiled early in May. It is slated to be on 
the market by 2012, Intel said. 

The new transistor, with increased density, will make 
more powerful computing devices, it said. 

Also by 2012, a new Intel chip designed for tablets and 


smartphones, named “Medfield,” will be launched. 
It will give the mobile devices longer use-time, ad¬ 
vanced imaging and more power efficiency, the com¬ 
pany said. 

Intel general manager for the Asia-Pacific region 
Navin Shenoy acknowledged the market is experienc¬ 
ing significant changes with “the explosion of smart¬ 
phones and tablets.” 

“The industry is in constant change,” he said. “We’re 
more and more like the fashion industry. Nothing 
sticks forever.” 

“We win when we go after and create new markets,” 
he said. 

AsusTek is among the Taiwanese computer makers 
which have pledged to collaborate with Intel. 

With the advent of tablets, “the whole industry is re¬ 
shuffling, including the microprocessors and includ¬ 
ing operating systems,” said AsusTek Chairman Jon- 
ney Shih.Q

In the four years since Paris

She shops. She goes dancing 
in nightclubs with her girl¬ 
friends, who for this series at 
least include Brooke Mueller, 
an ex-wife of Charlie Sheen. 
She visits her mother, Kathy 
Hilton. She takes her assistant 
with her to do court-mandated 
community service, painting 
over graffiti while wearing 
Louboutin heels. 

But there are no tricky con¬ 
ceits in this narrative: It’s a 
fish-in-water story. 

Hilton is an attractive woman 
with proven talent for market¬ 
ing and self-promotion, al¬ 
though as a reality heroine she 


seems a little passe - a Sony 
Walkman in an iPod era, a 
Friendster in the age of Face- 
book or, to put it in context, 
a single-process blonde in a 
triple-process world. 

This is, after all, a reality 
show about a former reality- 
show star. 

There was a time, way back 
in the dark ages before “The 
Hills,” “Keeping Up With 
the Kardashians” and “Jersey 
Shore,” when Hilton was fa¬ 
mous for more than being fa¬ 
mous. 

Along with her onetime friend 
Nicole Richie, Hilton had a 
hit series on Fox called “The 
Simple Life,” a reality version 
of “Green Acres” that plucked 
these two socialites out of 
Beverly Hills and put them 
in rural Arkansas to do farm 
chores. 

The 2003 premiere drew 
about 13 million viewers, far 
more than the 9.6 million who 
watched the first episode of 
“Glee” on Fox or the 8.4 mil¬ 
lion who watched the premiere 
of the third season of “Jersey 
Shore,” which is MTV’s high¬ 
est-rated show and occupies a 
huge space in popular culture. 
“The Simple Life” lasted five 
seasons (the last two on E!), 
but the celebutante niche that 
Hilton pioneered - nightclubs, 
designer shoes, pornographic 
videos and drunken-driving 
arrests - has been hijacked by 
more evolved members of the 
species. Lindsay Lohan is a 


bigger scofflaw, and Kim Kar- 
dashian has a more vigorous 
sex tape. Even gossip blogger

The new TNT series “Frank¬ 
lin & Bash” seems to answer 
a question no one is asking:

But it hews to 
Kelley’s “character based” 
formula, which is to say it 
emphasizes eccentricity, emo¬ 
tion and convoluted humor 
over plausible legal procedure 
or scannable plots.

“Fairly Legal” and Kelley’s 
“Harry’s Law.”) The fantasy 
world of “Franklin & Bash” is 
not that of the well-paid, com¬ 
mitment-free working wom¬ 
an, however. It’s that of the 
never-ending frat house bro- 
mance. You know that young 
lawyers Peter Bash (Mark- 
Paul Gosselaar) and Jared 
Franklin (Breckin Meyer) 
are mavericks because they 
sit around their Los Angeles 
bungalow-office in bathrobes, 
throwing footballs and clutch¬ 
ing guitars. They also say 
things like, “If the facts are 
against you, argue the law. If 
the law’s against you ... have 
a hot chick with enormous 
breasts take her clothes off 
in court.” A hot chick does 
just that - for a case involv¬ 
ing a fender-bender - in the 
oversexed and fairly unbear¬ 
able premiere, which also has 
cases involving a sensitive 
prostitute and a Chesley Sul- 
lenberger-like pilot hero who 
may have been joining the 
mile-high club when he was 
supposed to be in the cockpit. 
In subsequent episodes the 
show settles into a smoother, 
less frenetic, more Kelley- 
like - and, not coincidentally,

Dallas nightclub patron sues comedian Andy Dick 

DALLAS (AP) — A man is suing comedian Andy Dick over 
his December performance at a Dallas nightclub. Robert 
Tucker claims he suffered emotional distress and defamation 
as a result of an alleged incident in which Dick exposed his 
genitals while walking through the audience.

Book by mayor’s daughter is fiction, with toll-all details

Those who inhabit the rarefied 
world of Michael R. Bloom¬ 
berg, with all its perks and 
payouts, have long adhered to 


a strict code of silence about 
his personal life: Jaunts to 
Bermuda are cloaked in se¬ 
crecy, tax returns are heavily 
redacted, and even his golf 
handicap is off limits. 

But perhaps no single sphere 
of Bloomberg’s life has been 
as thoroughly walled off as 
his family, a realm that still 
seems, even after a decade in 
public life, unknowable. 

Now, however, a longtime 
member of the mayor’s in¬ 
ner circle is breaking ranks, 
in a fashion, and offering a 
portrait of a Bloomberg-like 
universe that is intimate and 
unvarnished, riven by sib¬ 
ling rivalry, resentments over 
money and a Type A father 
bent on conventional success 
for his daughters. 

The author of this insider’s 
account: Bloomberg’s young¬ 


er child, Georgina. 

And she has cracked open the 
door in perhaps the only way 
a Bloomberg ever could. Her 
book is, strictly speaking, a 
work of fiction. There is little 
doubt, however, about who 


has inspired the main char¬ 
acters. In “The A Circuit,” a 
young-adult novel by Bloom¬ 
berg that just arrived in book¬ 
stores, the father figure, Rick 


Aaronson, is a blunt-talking 
Wall Street billionaire who 
lives in a Manhattan town 
house and “owns half of New 
York.” His older daughter, 
Callie, is an Ivy League grad¬ 
uate with a passion for poli¬ 
tics. And his younger daugh¬ 
ter, Thomasina, or Tommi, is 
an award-winning equestrian 
who chafes at her father’s 
expectations of a traditional 
career. 

Bloomberg, of course, earned 
his fortune on Wall Street, 
lives in a Manhattan town 
house and is notorious for his 
candor. His older daughter, 
Emma, graduated from Princ¬ 
eton and went on to work 
for him at City Hall. And his 
younger daughter, Georgina, 
or George, is a professional 
horse jumper who has spoken 
openly of struggling to prove 
to her father that riding was a 
serious profession. 

“She wasn’t afraid to say no to 
her father,” Tommi explains 
in the book, “even if half of 
Wall Street was.” 

At another point, her father 
curtly tells her to “grow up” 
when she announces she will 
pursue a career in riding, rath¬ 
er than something practical, 
like the law. □

1958 - Charles de Gaulle becomes premier of France.

1968 - Author-lecturer Helen Keller, who earned a college degree despite being blind and deaf 
most of her life, dies in Westport, Connecticut.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Two new studies say a link be¬ 
tween a vims and chronic fa¬ 
tigue syndrome probably was 
a false alarm, the latest suspect 
that could fall by the wayside. 
In 2009, a group of research¬ 
ers in Nevada and Maryland 
announced they had found 
traces of a mouse-related vims 
named XMRV in the blood of 
a number of chronic fatigue 
patients. 


The headline-making discov¬ 
ery fueled hope that perhaps a 
cause had finally been found 
for the mysterious illness 
thought to afflict about 1 mil¬ 
lion Americans. 

The vims also was found in 
certain prostate tumors. 

Doubt was growing among in¬ 
dependent researchers as nu¬ 
merous other studies failed to 
find any connection between 
the purported infection and 
human illness. 

Tuesday, the journal Science 
took the unusual step of de¬ 
claring the XMRV link “seri¬ 
ously in question” as it pub¬ 
lished research that concluded 
the earlier connection almost 
certainly was the result of lab¬ 
oratory contamination. 
Sophisticated genetic tracing 
from the National Cancer In¬ 
stitute found the XMRV vims 
itself arose from the combi¬ 
nation of two other mouse 
vimses during some experi¬ 
ments about a decade ago 
that involved growing human 


prostate tumors in the animals. 
The vims’ genetic fingerprint 
so closely matches what was 
later found in samples taken 
from patients, that it is ex¬ 
tremely unlikely the XMRV 
could have come from a source 
other than contamination in 
laboratories, the researchers 
concluded. 

In a separate study, yet anoth¬ 
er team of researchers tested 
blood from the same chron¬ 
ic fatigue patients used to 
make that first 2009 link with 
XMRV. 

This new testing, which 
avoided using lab products 
derived from mice, found no 
evidence XMRV, further sup¬ 
porting the lab-contamination 
explanation. 

In fact, substances in hu¬ 
man blood are able to kill the 
mouse-related vims, said lead 
researcher Dr. Jay Levy of the 
University of California, San 
Francisco. 

The National Institutes of 
Health already had begun still 
other studies to settle the is¬ 
sue. 

But Levy argued that it was 
time to move on, saying there 
was evidence that chronic fa¬ 
tigue involves an immune dis¬ 
order: 

“Let’s use the money to find 
the real culprit.” 

Researchers at Nevada’s 
Whittemore Peterson Insti¬ 
tute, who first reported a pos¬ 
sible XMRV link, did not im¬ 
mediately comment Tuesday. 
Various vimses have been 
linked to chronic fatigue over 
the years, only to be mled out 
as potential culprits. 

Chronic fatigue is character¬ 
ized by at least six months 
of severe fatigue, impaired 
memory and other symp¬ 
toms, but there is no test for 
it, doctors mle out other pos¬ 
sible causes, and no specific 
treatment. □

Peru y Japon suscriben Tratado 
de Libre Comercio 


LIMA (AP) — Pern y Japon suscribieron el 
martes un Tratado de Libre Comercio (TLC), 
que se preve contribuira a incrementar el flu- 
jo comercial bilateral un 30% en este ano. 

La ceremonia de suscripcion del acuerdo co¬ 
mercial, tras dos anos y siete rondas de ne- 
gociaciones, tuvo lugar en Tokio y estuvo a 
cargo del ministro de Comercio Exterior y 
Turismo de Pern, Eduardo Ferreyros, y del 
canciller de Japon, Takeaki Matsumoto. 

Se trata del quinto TLC que firma Pern con 
un pais oriental despues de China, Tailandia, 
Singapur y Corea del Sur. “Japon es una de 
las grandes economias mundiales... nos ha 
puesto muy contentos poder suscribir el acu¬ 
erdo el dia de hoy”, destaco el ministro Fer¬ 
reyros en declaraciones desde Tokio a la emi- 
sora Radioprogramas. 

Ferreyros estimo que el TLC firmado impul- 
sara el incremento del flujo comercial con 
Japon hasta un 30% este ano, en similar nivel 
al crecimiento que tuvo en 2010. 

“Las exportaciones (peruanas) con valor 
agregado vienen aumentando a un ritmo de 
25%. Lo que buscamos con este acuerdo es 


que ese crecimiento aumente o se mantenga 
y permita exportar cada vez mas productos, 
diversificar mas nuestra oferta a un mercado 
tan sofisticado como el japones”, declaro. 

El ano pasado, Japon se convirtio en el 
quinto socio comercial de Pern al ascender 
las exportaciones peruanas a 1.791 millones 
de dolares, en tanto que las importaciones 
japonesas sumaron 1.377 millones de dolares. 
Los principales productos que Pern exporta 
a Japon son los minerales y concentrados de 
cobre y, en menor medida, harina de pescado, 
otros minerales, gasolina, cafe, calamar y 
pota (calamar gigante) congelados. 

En tanto Pern importa mayormente de Japon 
vehiculos particulares y de carga, aceite die¬ 
sel, productos laminados de hierro o acero, 
partes de impresoras y fotocopiadoras, palas 
cargadoras y camaras de fotos y video.
